2. (Original) The medicament according to claim 1, wherein R 5 is an 
aromatic ring group which may be substituted. 

3. (Currently Amended) The medicament according to claim 1 any one of 
claims 1 or 2 , wherein Z is a methylene group which may be substituted, or when 
Z is substituted, said substituent may bind to R 5 to form a ring group. 



4. (Currently Amended) The medicament according to claim 1 any one of 
claims 1 to 3 , wherein Y is a sulfonyl group. 
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5. (Currently Amended) The medicament according to claim 1 any one of 
claims 1 to 4, wherein R ! is a group represented by the formula -O-A wherein A 
represents hydrogen atom or an acyl group, and R is hydrogen atom. 

6. (Currently Amended) The medicament according to claim 1 any one of 
claims 1 to 5 , wherein the cancer therapy based on the mode of action of DNA 
injury is carried out by an administration of an anticancer agent and/or radiation. 

7. (Original) The medicament according to claim 6, wherein the 
anticancer agent is selected from the group consisting of bleomycin, adriamycin, 
cisplatin, cyclophosphamide, mitomycinC, and a derivative thereof. 

8. (Currently Amended) The medicament according to claim 1 any one of 
claims 1 to 7 , which is a specific inhibitor of a protein kinase and/or an analogous 
enzyme thereof. 

9. (Original) A medicament for reducing a side effect resulting from a 
cancer therapy based on a mode of action of DNA injury, which comprises as an 
active ingredient a compound represented by the general formula (I) and a 
pharmacologically acceptable salt thereof, and a hydrate thereof and a solvate 
thereof according to claim 1 . 
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10. (Original) A compound represented by the general formula (I) or a 
pharmacologically acceptable salt thereof, or a hydrate thereof or a solvate thereof 
according to claim 1, provided that the following compound is excluded.
